Men loathe the horrid 
effects of war, but neglect to practice the friendliness 
which would help to make war impossible. So today ag¬ 
gressive acts and counter-acts, treaties and treaty viola¬ 
tions, “collective security,” and military alliances occupy 
men’s thoughts. Means to peace are being assiduously 
sought; yet peace, through friendliness, is entirely pos¬ 
sible, the friendliness which breaks through the mesmer¬ 
ism of fear and suspicion, and finds the way to justice and 
ecurity. 

It is not enough to leave to statesmen the whole burden 
of bringing to bear upon the present problems the neces¬ 
sary solvent of friendliness. Public opinion is formed of 
the thoughts of individuals the world over. Each individual 
who holds within his own thinking the friendliness which 
disarms fear will aid statesmen in making right decisions.

Bargaining rights with school 
boards, departments, etc., are barred 
to teachers under the disciplinary by¬ 
laws of the Alberta Teachers’ Associ¬ 
ation passed in convention last week.

Members of the Western Livestock 
Union meeting in Calgary are united 
in urging still greater reduction on 
cattle entering the U.S. market. 

While the American reduction in 
tariff and setting up of large quotas 
has already had a beneficial affect up¬ 
on the industry, that outlet is not ex¬ 
pected to be sufficient to take care of 
the 15 per cent exportable surplus 
which at present controls prices, the 
meeting was informed. 

Had the tariff reduction been about 
an additional cent the situation would 
have been better for Canadian pro¬ 
ducers who at present must look for 
steady markets, with Russia a poten¬ 
tial buyer with sufficient require¬ 
ments to absorb the existing surplus. 

E. Ward Jones, giving his views of 
the situation Stated that lower priced 
feeder stock was in good demand and 
had provided means for feeders mak¬ 
ing money while the high grade anU 
mals hardly provided for sufficient 
spread in prices. 

. Opening the discussion during the 
morning S. G. Carlyle, pointed out 
that the surplus of cattle in Canada 
pretty well concentrated on Alberta. 
The province, he said, during 1935 
shipped 214,812 head to other prov¬ 
inces and United States but of that 
number approximately a third graded 
good and choice while the balance was 
of indifferent grade. 


From the Lethbridge Herald comes 
a summary of seeding and soil pros¬ 
pects in Southern Alberta. 

Wheat acreage will not be more 
than last year. It may be less. Last 
year when April and May brought 
more than average moisture, delaying 
seeding, there was a tendency tostub- 
ble in much wheat. This plan is said 
to be meeting less favor this year. In¬ 
dications are that there will be more 
strip farming started this year than 
ever before, owing to the fact that the 
soil drifting act comes into effect, 
making it an offence to allow soil to 
drift on to a neighbor’s farm. In this 
case the tendency will be to a lower¬ 
ing of acreage, 

Though there is no surplus of sub¬ 
soil moisture, what there was froze 
to a depth of five or six feet during 
the hard winter, and it is the general 
view that, given normal rainfall, this 
part of the west will have fine pros¬ 
pects for a crop. 

Ploughing is started in Saskatche¬ 
wan, and operations are commencing 
also in Manitoba.

According to reports of a survey 
made of Alberta farms by two mem¬ 
bers of the Internal Trade branch, 
it was found, that of the 623 farms 
visited in various parts of the prov¬ 
ince, each farm had an average of 
5.32 persons in the family. Of the to¬ 
tal of 2,782 persons on these farms, 
1,050 were under 18 years of age. 

Average expenditure per farm was 
found to be $1,443 exclusive of debt 
charges, but, only 42 per cent of this 
amount was spent for living needs, 
the other 58 per cent being for oper¬ 
ating the farm. 

The families lived on approximate¬ 
ly $600 a year which, for a ffimily of 
five, is $120 apiece. 

Bulking large in the expense of 
farm operation is the item of taxes 
which represents f4 1 ,4 per cent of the 
total cost of operating the farm. Tax¬ 
es average $121 against $163 for 
food; $141 for clothing; $64 for house 
hold equipment; $59 for fuel; $64 for 
help; and $117 for life insurance, 
newspapers, magazines, education, 
telephone and tobacco.

Ottawa, April 21—The federal par¬ 
liament took up again this week, after 
an Easter recess of ten days, its many 
problems and projects. There is a 
good deal yet to be done. From now 
on Parliament Hill will be almost con¬ 
tinuously busy in three or four differ¬ 
ent sectors. The Commons will be sit¬ 
ting daily, the Senate nearly as often, 
and in addition committees of both 
houses will be at work. Parliament 
’will blossom out at times into a four 
or five-ringed circus, with something 
doing under every tent at once. It will 
be as much as the commentators can 
do to keep track of the main events. 

The bill of fare for the next two 
or three months includes the follow¬ 
ing: a wheat inquiry, reorganization 
of' the Canadian Radio Commission, 
the budget, amendments to the B.N.A 
act, reorganization of the Canadian 
National Railways set-up, changes in 
the Bank of Canada, inquiry into 
farm implement prices, the amalga¬ 
mation of several government depart¬ 
ments, further inquiry into elections 
and franchise, pensions problems, in¬ 
quiry into the status of the Speaker 
between prorogation of one parlia¬ 
ment and the meeting of another. 
Most of these items are worth a little 
separate consideration here. 

We shall probably hear this week 
when the budget is being brought 
down. This is the most sacredly guard 
ed legislation of the year; and until 
it actually arrives, forecasts for the 
most, part are only guesswork. Some¬ 
times only the prime minister and the 
finance minister know about a tax or 
tariff change until the day of presen¬ 
tation.
